COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT 

The  Town  of  Antrim  has  had  an  excellent  fire  record  this 
year.  The  Fire  Depai'tment  has  responded  promptly  and  has 
kept  loss  at  a  minimum. 

The  Commissioners  fesl  that  the  Town  should  have  control 
of  the  Fire  Department  through  a  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners 
appointed  by  the  Selectmen.  Now  that  we  have  two  companies 
in  the  Fire  Department  your  commissioners  feel  that  the  best 
interests  of  all  concerned  could  be  better  administered  by  Fire 
Commissioners,  as  the  Precinct  Commissioners  have  no  au- 
thority outside  the  Precinct.  We  trust  that  favorable  con- 
sideration will  be  given  to  this  suggestion. 

The  water  system  is  in  very  good  shape.  The  1,000  ft.  of 
6"  line  laid  up  West  Street  last  summer  should  open  up  new 
building  lots  for  the  growth  of  the  Town. 

A  plan  has  been  prepared  for  improving  the  watershed  at 
Campbell  Pond  by  selective  cutting  and  reforestation  of  some 
of  the  hardwood  scrub  land.  We  feel  that  the  planting  is  a 
very  worth-while  project  and  have  placed  a  tentative  order  for 
2,500  red  pine  seedlings;  the  cost  to  the  Precinct  will  be  con- 
siderably reduced  due  to  the  fact  that  Federal  aid  is  available 
for  the  proposed  planting.  The  Precinct  will  realize  additional 
income  from  the  sale  of  marketable  lumber.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
voters  will  approve  our  recommendation  to  go  ahead  with  this 
program. 
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We  feel  that  the  Precinct  has  had  a  good  year.  The  debt  has 
been  reduced  by  $2,500,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  we  purchased 
some  $2,500  of  pipe  and  fittings  for  the  West  Street  extension. 
The  problem  of  water  rents,  long  overdue,  is  still  a  serious  one 
and  we  must  resort  to  legal  action  very  shortly.  We  have  had 
to  drop  $92  of  water  rent  as  a  bad  debt  and  are  taking  the 
necesstry  steps  to  avoid  re-occurance.  The  water  rent  is  far 
more  reasonable  than  most  towns  and  is  our  major  source  of 
income. 

We  would  like  to  make  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  the  Precinct  Tax  be  reduced  to  3  mils. 

2.  That  75%  of  the  established  water  rates  be  collected. 

3.  That  the  Commissioners  be  given  the  authority  to  proceed 
with  the  cutting  and  reforestation  around  Campbell  Pond.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  THE  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Antrim: 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  present  my  fourth  annual  report  for  your 
consideration. 

For  three  years  various  committees  have  been  studying  and 
submitting  reports  to  the  citizens  of  Antrim  in  an  effort  to 
improve  the  educational  opportunities  of  the  school  youth  of 
Antrim  in  grades  7-12. 

To  some,  this  may  seem  like  a  long  time  but  to  solve  a  prob- 
lem as  involved  and  complicated  as  this  one  hastily,  would  have 
been  unfortunate  in  the  light  of  recent  developments  at  the 
state  level  and  the  willingness  of  neighboring  communities  to 
take  another  look  at  the  cooperative  set  up.  Although  the 
democratic  process  is  slow,  the  results  of  its  deliberations  are 
likely  to  be  of  high  quality. 

American  education  is  being  criticized  today  as  it  has  never 
been  criticized  before.  Much  of  the  criticism  stems  from  the 
failure  of  this  country  to  keep  pace  with  Russia  in  the  attempt 
to  solve  space  problems  and  the  report  of  the  U.  S.  Office  of 
Education  on  the  Russian  educational  system.  In  my  opinion, 
much  of  this  criticism  is  justified.  It  is  justified  because  in  most 
of  our  schools  we  do  not  and  cannot  educate  our  youth  to  any- 
where near  their  potential  capacity  on  the  secondary  level. 

It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  the  capacity  of  our  youth  varies 
from  a  low  potential  to  a  high  potential.  Because  a  large  major- 
ity of  our  schools  are  so  small  that  it  is  impossible  to  separate 
these  pupils  into  groups  of  similar  ability  our  standards  have 
been  set  at  a  point  where  a  majority  of  the  class  can  obtain  a 
passing  grade. 

Since  it  has  become  fashionable  for  practically  all  youth  to 
stay  in  school  until  they  have  obtained  a  high  school  diploma, 
educators  have  done  their  best  to  find  subjects  which  these 
pupils  with  mediocre  ability  could  take  with  success  and  ac- 
hievement. This  was  fine  until  our  pupils  with  high  potential 
found  out  about  them  and  now  a  school  administrator  has  a 
very  difficult  time  recruiting  and  keeping  these  pupils  with 
good  ability  in  classes  requiring  a  considerable  amount  of 
mental  effort. 

These  are  but  two  of  the  problems  which  beset  Am.erican 
education  which  need  desperately  to  be  solved.  These  are  not 
items  which  the  federal  government  can  solve  by  appropriating 
large  sums  of  money  for  science  or  math  education,  but  are 
problems  which  must  be  solved  on  the  local  level  by  individual 
communities  or  groups  of  communities  working  together. 
Parents  can  be  of  assistance  by  insisting  that  their  child  is 
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assigned  to  classes  consistent  with  his  abihty  and  that  he  work 
to  capacity. 

Our  schools  have  operated  very  smoothly  this  year  and  much 
credit  should  be  given  to  the  administrators  for  their  leadership 
and  to  the  staff  members  for  their  fine  cooperation  with  these 
administrators. 

It  appears  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  add  another  teacher  to 
the  high  school  staff  next  year  in  order  to  comply  with  the 
secondary  standards  and  because  it  is  no  longer  advisable  to 
combine  the  pupils  in  grade  nine  and  ten  for  some  classes  be- 
cause of  the  large  number  of  pupils  involved.  It  will  also  be 
necessary  to  increase  the  time  of  the  music  teacher  because  it 
is  necessary  to  increase  our  offerings  in  the  fine  arts.  This,  of 
course,  will  be  reflected  in  the  increased  budget  for  teachers' 
salaries. 

Antrim  has  been  fortunate  in  having  few  teacher  resignations 
the  past  two  years.  The  Board's  ability  to  keep  its  staff  intact 
over  a  period  of  years  has  paid  off  in  the  efficient  manner  in 
which  the  school  has  been  operating.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
practice  will  continue. 

Again,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  School  Board, 
faculty  and  citizens  for  their  cooperation  and  interest  in  solving 
problems  in  the  interest  of  providing  for  the  educational  needs 
of  our  youth.
